Washington, 
Sept. 11. — Orrville 


Wright Thursday broke the world's 
record for time and distance for a 
heavier than air flying machine •which, 
"he established Wednesday. In a flight 
reguirihg great skill on account of a 
ten anile wind, he circled around the 
drill grounds at Fort Myer fifty-eight 
times in sixty-five minutes and 
52 


seconds, exceeding the time of Wed- 
nesday's" record flight by three min- 
utes and 37 seconds. The flight was 
witnessed by nearly a thousand peo* 
pie. 


Throughout the day • the weather 


was threatening and Mr. Wright did: 
not arrive at the field until after 
"4 


o'clock.

Tihe wind was blowing only about - 


three miles an hour when Mr. Wright *

At 5:08 Mr. Wright Signaled-C^ E! ,

leaving the single starting rail. It con- 
tinued to climb higher with each sue-, 
cessive round of the field until ifc 
reached an altitude of 75 feet.

the first thirty rounds the 
machine 


flew as smoothly as on its previous - 
flights, but from that time on, ik-wa^S.. 
seen to pitch at the turns, as the" 
breeze from the west struck ft. -

Whenever the machine pitched, "-ifc , 


could be plainly seen from below that 
it responded promptly Jo every move , 
of the levers iby the operator. 


A gust of wind, unusually ^strong, 


struck the aerial flyer during 
the 


forty-second 
round, and it plunged," 


sharply, causing the crowd To exclaim 
in alarm. Mr. Wright then brought 
his machine lower, but on the fifty- 
third round he had reached an. altitude 
of 200 feet 


When. Mr. Wright completed 
the 


fifty-fourth round he had beaten his 
record of Wednesday afternoon. 


Mr. Wright came down at the north- 


ern end of the field at the end of the 
fifty-eighth round, landing easily. The 
cavalry squadron, on duty to protect 
the machine, formed a cordon around 
it. and Major Squier, acting chief sig- 
nal officer pressed forward to con- 
gratulate the aviator. 


Signal corps officers at the war de- 


partment expressed the belief that Or- 
ville Wright will make a speed of at 
least 42 miles an hour with his heav- 
ier than air machine. This is based 
on their observation of Mr. Wright's 
record-breaking experiment yesterday. 
If ho does" make 42 miles an hour, he 
will be entitled to a Txmus of 20 per 
cent over the contract price, which 
would net him for his machine $30,000, 
the contract price being $25.000. 


The official trial will "be held 
a3 


as Mr. Wright announces his 


readiness. He will probably make 
preliminary flights for a week 
or 


more before he tests the aeroplane be- 
fore the army board.

Hardly a section of the state lias 


escaped the blight of bank disaster at 
some time. In fact few counties 
in 


Ohio are exempt from live and per- 
sonal interest in. the issue of guaran- 
teed bank deposits because of some 
local misfortune. A bank failure in. 
one county is felt in adjoining coun- 
ties, and causes apprehension among 
bankers as well as depositors lest fear 
.become infectious, spread to banks 
that are iiealthy 
enough for 
fair 


weather and carry them down too in 
a maelstrom of adversity. 


In Clinton county they still feel the 


blow of the Blanchester bank failure. 
Crawford county still remembers the 
Gallon bank disaster. Huron county 
needs no additional 
object 
lesson. 


^Newark has been through the mill. 
Wayne county still discusses the col- 
lapse of the Wooster bank. The Dres- 
den bank failure is another 
object 


lesson. The cashier of the Farmers' 
and Merchants' 
Bank at 
Cleveland 


was arrested but that did not reim- 
burse the 2,800 depositors for their 
aggregate loss of ?415,000. 


A receiver is still in charge of the 


Sessions bank at Columbus which was 
forced into liquidation by the shrink- 
age in value of some of the securities 
it carried, and thrcugti no dishonesty 
on the; part of the managers of the 
bank. 
It was a. state bank, but the 


receiver's fees would have been more 
than the tax required of the bank to 
have guaranteed deposits under such 
a law as Oklahoina has. 


Columbus has had other bank fail- 


ures in the past two years that failed 
to- pay out in full. 


And so the list might be extended 


until the whole state Is covered, but 
these examples are 
sufficient. 
Dis- 


honest bankers may be sent to "bank- 
er's row" but that does not reimburse 
the confiding depositors nor the inno- 
cent stockholders who are made to 
suffer. 
But this is enough to show 


whether Taft is on the right side in 
opposing the bank guaranty plank cf 
the Denver platform, which sets forth 
one of the policies advocated for years 
by William J. Bryan.

Whether the people of Ohio accept 


or reject Uie proposed amendment to 
the Constitution upon the subject of 
taxation, there is sure to be a i,irong 
movement at the next session of the 
legislature to modiry the tax laws, 
in the interest of justice and equality. 


At the last session all important tax 


measures were postponed 
until 
the 


people should say whether the new 
laws should ibe framed in accordance 
•with the present constitutional limi- 
tations or in harmony with a new 
piovision. 


The question can not longer be de- 


layed; some attempt must be made to 
relieve the taxpayers from the evils 
and hardships of the present system. 


It is already apparent that the next 


General Assembly will contain many 
new members, some of whom will be 
quite unfamiliar with legisative pro- 
cesses: and it is very probable 
that 


legislative experiments will be numer- 
ous. 


Other important questions in addi- 


tion to taxation will be up for con- 
sideration, perhaps for action, such, as 
the regulation of corporations and re- 
form in legal procedure. The tempta- 
tion to copy literally the reform leg- 
islation of other states is very strong, 


As to the publicity of campaign con- 


tributions, Mr. Bryan has well shown 
that a difference as wide as the po>s 
exis's between a pledge to require 
such publicity before election, and one 
to ensure it afterwards. The one is 
an attempt at real reform; the other 
an unwilling makeshift to avert party 
revoP. Bryan and 
the Democratic 


party are working to effect a real re- 
form. 


The election of senators by the peo- 


ple, and the change in 
the hoiise 


rules so as to restore representative 
government, are things that Mr. Bry- 
an shows that the Democratic party 
and its nominee stands for.

real end of the work. In analysis for 
the real meaning, great attention must 
be paid to punctuation, as that is the 
means by which tfie author suggests 
to the reader the exact picture which 
he wants to paint Absolutely correct 
punctuation is an art. 


Relieve the tension of the child's 


mind during tfie lesson" by allowing 
him the outlet of a true emotion.

against the highest lawbreaker, and 
quick to protect the lowliest citizen. 


Time has been when governors of 


Ohio were dominated by party bosses, 
but the people of Ohio are no longer 
willing to have their governor dic- 
tated to by the representatives of any 
interest. 
He must be big enough in 


point of ability, experience and char- 
acter and by virtue of his position as 
representative of a great people to re- 
sist and repose any attempt to con- 
trol him.
